B ritish scientist contributes a strik­ 
ing article to a London newspaper, 
in which he predicts that wireless 
will be used at sea, train and trol­ 
ly service, traffic control on 
the 
road, fleets of battleships and air­ 
crafts. 
“ It 
will 
be 
possible,” 
he 
says, “ to direct the path of every­ 
thing moving on the surface of the 
earth, 
not even 
excepting 
human 
beings, by means of wireless.” 
The lnitai step in harnessing this 
potent and little-known force was 
the establishment some weeks ago 
ut a wireless lighthouse on Inchkeith 
Island, in the Filii? cf Forth. By 
means of this ' lighthouse,” ships 
can be directed through the dan­ 
gerous channels of the F orth by 
wireless, so that there is no possi­ 
bility of their running ashore or be­ 
ing wrecked even on the darkest 
night or in the densest fogs. 
Steps are being taken, in con­ 
junction with the British Board of 
Trade and the meteorological office, 
to internationalise wireless direct­ 
ion of ships at sea. At the present
